NEW ORLEANS — (AP) 
— The first man a nested jn 
the district attorneys Kenne- 
dy assassination investiga- 
tion is a tali, rugged -jooking 
man of means who has lived 
quietly in a luxurious home 
in the Vieux Carr* — the 
French Quarter. 

A high white wall shields 
the residence at 1313 Dau- 
phin* St, where Clay Shaw, 
P4, ha 3 lived for years. Own- 
er of two buildings in the 
French Quarter, Shaw has 
beeh called a "one-man resto- 
ration society" for his numer- 
ous projects in the old sec- 
tion of New Organs. 

A former decorated Army 
major who f* sold (o speak 
fonr languages fluently, 
Shaw was managing director 
of New Orleans’ Internatfnn- 
«l Trad* Mart for 18 yearn 
until his retirement In 10*35. 

A handsome man with 
tight curling silver hair, 
Shaw is a man who obvious- 
ly loves luxury. He is cred- 
ited with having installed 
the first swimming pool In 
the Vieux Carre. The poo!, 
edged with a brick coping 
and ornamented with statu- 
ary, created a local sensa- 
tion and Nsrted a trend. 

His remodeled carriage 
house on Dauphin* St. once 
was littered with rubble. 
Shaw tram- formed it into a 


beautiful place to live. A 
small fountain bubbles in its 
enclosed patio, and two walls 
of the large living room are 
covered in pale green silk. 

A fellow resident of the 
Vieux Carre described Shaw 
as a "qu.et. interesting, intel- 
ligent pprson.”

Shew' wa? born In Kent- 
wood, La., « small town just 
below the Mississippi border. 
His grandfather. Clay Shaw, 
was sheriff of Tangipahoa 
Parish (county), which was 
known as "Bloody Tangi- 
pahoa," because of the vi- 
olence that was common- 
place there. 

The Shaw family moved 
to New Orleans when Clay 
•Shaw was five years old. 


During World War II, 
Shaw served ald*-dfvcamp 
to Brig. Gen. CI..O. Thrivhcr 
in England, and during the 
Battle of France was Thrash- 
er’s deputy chief of staff. 

Ho was named a Chevalier 
of the Order of fhe Crown of 
Belgium and the French gov- 
ernment bestowed on him 
the distinction of "Chevalier
